Washington, July 19.—President 
Taft in a speech tn the east room of 
the white house to a delegation from 
the national civil and political ne- 
gro leagues today publicly: acknowl- 
edgeqg his debt of gratitude to the ne- 
delegates to the republican 
national convention pledged and in- 
structed for him, who stood with the 
Taft forces through the fight. 

“IT want to say to you,” said the 
president, “how much I appreciate 
your standing firm in my behalf at a 
time when it was intimated to the 
country that we could not depend 
upon you. You demonstrated there’ 
your appreciation of the accomplish- 
ments of the republican party for 
your race in the past and your abiding 
faith in its future friendships; you 
stood like a soliq rock.”

Believed Plan Will Overcome 
Objections Urged —Senate 
Bill Also Amends’ House

Washington, July 19.—(Special.)— 
Senator Hoke Smith gave The Consti- 
tution reporter tonight the full details 
of the parcels post provision which has 
finally been agreed upon by the sen- 
ate committee on postoffice and post- 
roads and will undoubtedly be enact- 
ed into law at this session, settling the 
long and heated controversy over this 
subject. 

The compromise agreement is based 

on the zone system worked out by 
Senator Jonathan Bourne, chairman of 
the committee. The plan is a depar- 
ture from the established system of a 
uniform rate of postage regardless of 
distance traveled, for the rate is In- 
creased as the distance the package 
must be transported is’ increased 
The highest rate on domestic parcels, 
however, will not exceed the interna- 
tional postal rate of 12 cents a pound 
or $1.32 for a 1l-pound package, which 
the limit. 
While the zone system made an im- 
mediate hit with members of congress, 
there was a sharp dispute in the com- 
mittee as to the rates to be charged 
for the various distances. The scheme 
finaliy worked out, however, was 
unanimously approved by the conm- 
mittee.

Unable to Meet Bun Which 
Had Been Started,

The Citfzens’ Trust company of 
gusta, formerly the Citizens’ bank, 
closed its doorsthis afternoon shortly 
after 12 o’clock, on account of not. be- 
ing able to meet the run which started 
early in the day. 

The manager of the company, M. C. 
Dowling, gave out a statement early 
in the afternoon that the bank wouid 
be able to pay all deposits dollar for 
dollar, but that he was not in a posi- 
tion to say at this time how the stock- 
holders would come out. The property 
of the bank wag assigned to S. H. 
Myers, a local attorney, today, and he 
will close up the affairs of the insti- 
tution. 

The company wag organized six 
years ago with a capital stock of 
$50,000, but last fall it wag converted 
into a trust company and the capital 
increased to $75,909 

The support of the local clearing 
house was not accorded the trust com- 
pany, it not being a member, and to- 
day when the run began there was no 
outside help to be secured. There was 
no excitement over the run, and many 
of the depositors did not know there 
Was a run on until after the closing 
hour. 

This is the first bank failure in Au- 
gusta in forty-two years, and the 
banking houses claim this is. not 
strictly a bank, but a trust company, 
which did not have representation in 
the clearing house.

DEFENSIVE PACT BETWEEN 
RUSSIA AND JAPAN LIKELY 


St. Petersburg, July 19.—The signa- 
ture is impending of a pact establish- 
ing a defensive alliance between hus- 
sia and Japan.

Dailey Fights Effort to Postpone 
Archbald Case,

Washington, July 19. — (Special.) — 
That a vigorous fight will be made in 
opposition to the movement on the 
republican side of the senate chamber 
to postpone the impeachment trial of 
Judge Robert W. Archbald, of the com- 
merce court, became apparent today 
When Senator Bailey demanded that 
the trial should proceed as soon as 
answers were filed. 

In discussing the question of allow- 
ing ten days instead of five in which 
counsel for Judge Archbald 
make answer, he said:

want this case to be tried now, and it 
Will be tried if I can have my way 
before adjournment. The

Senator Bailey’s attitude made it 
clear that any attempt to postpone the 
trial until next fall will be vigorously 
resisted; moreover the house managers, 
when they appeared before the senate 
this afternoon, showed clearly they 
were bent on forcing an early trial. 

Bacon for Early Trial. 

Senator Bacon, who assisted Senator 
Clark, chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee, in planning the procedure to 
be followed in the trial, agrees thor- 
oughly with Senator Bailey. In dis- 
cussing the matter today, he said: 

“How can any senator set up _ his 
own convenience under such circum- 
stances? The trial of this case should 
a conclusion at this ses- 
sion, and these charges should either 
be declared unsupported by the facts 
or Judge Archbald be removed from the 
Lench.”’ 

Republican progressives have joined 
with the regulars to defer action on 
the Archbald case, but for a different 
motive. They will use the case during 
the campaign as an argument to em- 
phasize the need for the recall of 
judges since impeachment proceedings 
are slow and cumbersome. 

The political effect on the eve of the 
campaign of the impeachment and re- 
moval from office of one of President

Washington, July 19.—-Severe criti- 
cism of government methods of erect- 
ing public buildings is contained in 
the reports of the house committee on 
expenditures in public buildings sub- 
mitted to the house today. The com- 

points out extravagance and 
and possibilities of fraud in 
expenditures after making it 
its investigations' were made 
with no desire to discover any scan- 
dal in the,gpublic service. : 

The committee makes the recom- 
mendation that government buildings 
be standardized and endeavors to 
put out what it considers the folly 
of maintaining a big force of 
draughtsmen and architects to make 
plans for every building constructed 
by the government. The report finds 
that since 1902, 721 buildings have 
been erected ang that there are pend- 
ing bills for 750 more at a proposed 
aggregate cost of $70,000,000. 


1,520 Buildings in 15 Years, 

‘If this keeps up,” the committee 
says, ‘there wil] be 1,520 public build- 
ings inside of fifteen years,” The 
cost of maintenance alone will be $11,- 
000,000 annually. 

The office -of the supervising archi- 
tect of the treasury is criticised. This 
office is maintained at an annual cost 
of $3,000,000. I, has had no definite 
policy, the’tommittee finds and blame 
is attached to Former Supervising Ar- 
chitect James Knox Taylor for some 
mistakes,discovered. The committee 
says the present system of awards is 
bad and hould be changed. It points 
to instances where contractors ha/e 
been the beneficiaries of “extras and 
betterments’” whon Mr. Taylor domi- 
nated the board. Without making any 
charges the committee says: 

“Under the present method of award- 
ing contracts for the construction of 
public buildings there is an open door 
for the grossest kind of fraud.” 

The committee urges congressmen 
be less zealous in efforts to get public 
buildings for their districts and rec- 
ommends legislation making it illegai 
to erect a public building in any city 
less than 5,000 inhabitants or whose 
pestcffice takeg in less than $10,000 an- 
nually. The practice of employing 
outside architects is condemned, 

Taylor Is Blamed. 

In its cOmment on the administra- 
tion of Supervising Architect Taylor

Editor Constitution: At the recent 
meeting of the Georgia) Federation 
yood Roads authoritie# a resolution 
Wag unanimously passed irdorsing the 
bill now before the legislature for the 
appointment of county tax assessors. 
This body is composed of the commis- 
sioners from every county in the state, 
and are men who he-d been selected 
by the respective gre..d juries for their 
ability and integrity—men who are 
supposed to study and khow conditions 
bearing oi. both the material and finan- 
Cia} welfare of their* county. 

In utter disregard of this recom- 
mendation, and obviously without due 
consideration, the representatives from 
these counties, by a large majority, de- 
feated this bill. 

To illustrate the inequalities and un- 
fairness of present corditions, I will 
cite the case of Dougherty county. The 
city of Albany, through its board of 
assessors, levies tax on atout 60 per 
cent of real value of all city property 
(75 per cent of total coumty valuation) 
which is satisfactory both owner 
and citw The county tax receiver re- 
quires the same values returned for 
state and county taxation. Thre De- 
ing no assessors on county property, 
returns are made on a ~ sis of 10 to 20 
per cent, thus forcing an unequal and 
unjust burden upon the city, and I 
am informed the same ccnditions exist 
in most, if not all, other counti*s. 

If county valuations were assessed 
on a basig of 50 per ce..t, it would re- 
lieve, to a great extent, the crying 
need of every county in the state for 
the necessary funds for ordinary ex- 
penses, for building and support of

ing the names of editors, business 
managers, publishers and the names 
of all persons holding as much as 1 
per cent of the securities of the cor- 
poration. A sworn copy of this state- 
ment is to be published in the periodi- 
cal- immediately after filing. Viola- 
tions are punishable by exclusion from 
the second-class privilege. 

It is also required that all editorial 
or other reading matter for which 
money is paid or expected shall be 
marked “advertisement.” Failure is 
punishable by fines of $50 to $500. 

The blue tag system of carrying 
second-class. mail in freight cars 1s 
abolished. tailway postal clerKs are 
divided into ten grades, ranging froin 
$900 to $1,800, and provision made for 
transfers back and forth between the 
railway mail service and the first, 
second. and third-class. offices. 

These changes are to be effective at 
once, instead of in 1913. The senate
